Frightened Calf 1 Calf Canses 
Death Mrs. John Rutschke 


Died of Broken Neck — Thrown to 
Ground When Feet. Tangled in Coil 
of Rope 


A piece of. rope and a frightened 
calf brought tragedy into the peace- 
ful farm home of John Rutschke, 
Duck Lake, last Monday evening at 
6.00 o'clock. 

Tangled in the coils of the rope a® 
the calf ran wildly about, Mrs. Rut- 
schke, 21, bride of less than a year, 
was jerked off her feet and dashed 
to the ground. She died of a broken 
neck 34 hours later in the Bassano 
Hospital. . 

The calf was just an ordinary farm 
calf who had a penchant for crawl- 
ing thru fences. Occasionally he got 
into the wheat crop, and on Monday 
Mr. Rutschke determined to put a 
stop to the calf's fence-crawling hab- 
it by placing a wooden yoke around 
the animal's neck. 

Art ‘‘Lucky"’ Kavinsky, of East 
Coulee, mounted a saddle horse and 
roped the calf in the farm = yard. 
Mrs. Rutschke had often petted the 
little animal as it played about the 
yard or drank milk from a pail. As 
she stepped up to the calf to give it 
a friendly caress Mr. Rutschke ap- 
proached with the wooden yoke. 

Taking fright at sight of the man 
with the strange contrivance, th 
ealf circled around Mrs. Rutschke, 
eatching the rope in her feet and 
throwirg her to the ground.

This grew even wider dur- 
ing March, being 154¢ for a few days 
but narrowed jn April and May dur- 
ing the period of rising prices. On 
July 11th it amounted to 134 cents. 

Argentine prices have moved in 
closer relationship to Australian than 
to Canadian wheat prices during the 
1933-34 crop year. During the period 
of heavy Argentine selling in the 
first few months of 1934 the best 
Argentine wheats were selling 20c 
to 25c under Canadian 2 Northern 
and this gap has narrowed very little 
since.’ The disparity between Ar- 
gentine wheat prices and those of 
other sorts is the widest in many 
years and is only partly accounted 
for by the necessity of competing 
with Empire wheats in the United 
Kingdom where the tariff is 2\- per 
quarter. Argentine prices have ob- 
viously fluctuated less than prices of 
other sorts. They have been sensi- 
tive to declining tendencies ‘but un- 
til very recently not so sensitive to 
bullish enthusiasm.

The government of Soviet Russia 
hus reduced the figures on its plan 


ot deliveries of cereals by Soviet 
state farms to 18 per cent below the 
Plan for deliveries from the 1933 
crop. This sets deliveries for the 
country as a whole The Untted 
States Department of Agriculture 
suggests that this move indicates

Harvesting of 1934 wheat is now 
well under way in Southern Alberta, 
and has commenved in a few locall- 
ties im Central Alberta, In the horth 


jcentral and southern districts, where 


the weather has been cool and back- 
ward for the most part, and where 
rains haye been frequent, harvesting 
will rot commerice generally for ten 
days or two weeks. In these districts 
the ripening process has been reterd- 


‘ed, but there is prospect now for 


warmer weather, which should offset 
the enxiety still felt concerning the 
danger of frost In some of the north- 
ern districts where the grain Is still 
fairly green. ; 

Over a considerable section of the 
province, grain crops have suffered 
some further deterioration in the 
past fortnight. due to the continu- 
ance of hot, dry weather. This ap- 
plies to southern ang southeastern 
districts as well as to a fairly large 
area across the central portion of 
the province. In the north-central 
and rorthern areas, further rains 
have fallen and the need now is for 
more warm sunny weather to bring 
the grain to maturity, and enable 
harvesting to be completed to escape 
the possibility of early autumn frost. 

The harvest season is not suffi- 
ciently advanced as yet to enable 
any definite estimate of grain yields 
to be made. The hope of a heavy 
yield of wheat must, of course, be 
abandoned, but with some of the 
southern districts still holding out 
prospect of fair yields and the north- 
central and northern districts anti- 
cipating quite heavy crops, there can 
be fairly certain expectation of a to- 
tal yleld greater than that of 1933. 

In south-eastern districts, chief- 
ly in the Goose Lake railway terri- 
tory, the grain crops will be very 
short, returning in some localities 
little more than seed, while in others 
cattle have already been turned Into 
the flelds. There are still some fair 
crops on summerfallow land in these 
districts, however. 


In southern while hot, dry 
weather has had its effect recently, 
many bright spots, 
and some quite good yields will be 
obtained, particularly from early 
seeding which is expected to return 
a good average yield. In the foot 
hill districts there are also some very 
good crops in although 
some shrinkage within the 
past fortnight. 

In the central areas from Didsbury 
north to Wetaskiwin, and eastward 
to the Saskatchewan boundary, wea- 
ther has continued warm and dry, 
relieved in a few localities by some 
showers, but not sufficient to prevent 
further deterioration. The — yields 
in these areas, which normally pro- 
duce good crops of grain, will be 
lighter than usual.

Hailstorm Causes 
Heavy Damage 
To Wheat Crop 


Hall Loss in Saturday's Storm from 
26 to 50 per cent—Outting With 
Combines Resumed Today—Stook 
Threshing to Star¢€ This Week 


Climaxing six weeks of drouth and 
scorching winds that shrivelled crop 
prospects to less than a third of ear- 
ly estimates, another destructive 
agent in the form of hall visited the 
wheat flelds of Bassano district last 
Saturday afternoon, adding a final 
touch of devilish dnfilction by a per- 
verse and misanthropic weatherman. 

Out of a black cloud that came 
from the northwest, the hall fell in 
a mile-wide strip, snatching away 
26 to 50 per cent of the wheat crop 
even as the harvesting machines 
Were cutting it. 

‘For nearly ten minutes, the hail, 
driven by a strong wind, cut a de- 
structive path thru the wheat flelds, 
breaking off the brittle straw and 
knocking ripe kernels out of the 
heads. 

Some grain had already been cut, 
but the best crops were still stand- 
ing, and these were hard hit by the 
storm, Crops of E. F. Maurer, J. 
King, Mr. Roberge, and T. N. Simp- 
son suffered damage variously esti- 
mated up to 50 per cent. Some dam- 
age was done to gardens in Bassano. 

Rain Halts Harvest 

Rain and hail Saturday, and more 
rain Monday and Tuesday called a 
halt on harvesting operations. The 
heaviest precipitation fell over the 
week-end with .60 inch recorded at 
Bassano. ‘Total for the three days 
amounted to .75 dnch at Bassano, 
.62 at the dam, .566 at Countess, and 
.36 at Gem, according to figures sup- 
plied by the C.P.R. D.N.R. 

Some combining was done Wednes- 
day but the grain was found to be 
tough. It is expected combining will 
be well under way
